The1 Jones & Loughlin .people have 
two drills at work checkdrilling prev­ 
ious exploratory work. 
Exciting much comment is the al­ 
most perfect hem atite iron ore struck 
in section I, township 4 6, range 29 
to the north of Crosby on the Jam i­ 
son & Peacock holdings on which five 
drills of Cole & McDonald are explor­ 
ing. 
It is the finest ore ever seen 
on -the Cuyuna range and for that 
m atter on any range, 
it assays as 
high as 69.52. 
The Gopher Iron 
Co., 
generally 
known as Franjki Oberg's company, 
has acquired 800 ‘acres in holdings on 
Che Cuyuna range. 
Jamison & Pea­ 
cock of Brainerd and Duluth, nego­ 
tiated the deal in which lands of the 
value of over $250,000 changed own­ 
ership and which included an inter­ 
est in the Pennington pit mine and 
other valuable interests. 
At the Adams mine at Oreland a 
steam shovel working under J. E.
